
Village cut off by 
floods yet again 


WHILE most of Lyme 
Regis managed to es¬ 
cape serious flooding 
over the weekend, Up- 
lyme was once again 
cut off following a del¬ 
uge on Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

The village suffered from 
flash floods, with the main 
Lyme Road, King George 
V Playing Field, tennis 
courts and playground sub¬ 
merged in just 15 minutes. 

It was the third time 
major flooding had occured

in Uplyme over the past 
seven months. 

The River Lim burst its 
banks and covered foot¬ 
paths along Jericho, Jordan 
and Mill Green in Lyme 
Regis, with residents using 
sand bags to protect their 
properties. Sand bags were 
also used on the western 
end of Marine Parade as 
water cascaded down from 
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the Jane Austen Gardens. 

Lyme resident Carl Salter, 
whose property backs onto 
Cobb Road, said a “water¬ 
fall” of hail stones poured 
over his garden wall onto 
his lawn. Harbourmaster 
Grahame Forshaw added 
that a sudden surge of 
water came down Cobb 
Road and submerged the 
slipway. 

Flash flooding was re¬ 
ported in Stile Lane, where 
one property was flooded 
while the owner tried to 
help a passer-by struggling 
in the rush of water outside. 

Ware Lane also saw a 
rush of water come down 
the hill following the sud¬ 
den downpour, as pictured 
right. 

Water poured down the 
steps at Monmouth Beach 
Car Park from the cliffs, 
where recent slippage left 
one chalet tipped forward 
at a dangerous angle. 

The town council re¬ 
cently built a “sandbag 
canal” to make the water 
flow down the steps rather 
than around the chalets but 
this will now be made 
higher. 

Deputy town clerk John 
Wright said there was noth¬ 
ing the council could do on 
Saturday but Monday was 
“very much a clear-up job” 
to get rid of debris.

Election to fill council vacancy? 


LYME Regis will go to the polls to fill the 
casual vacancy caused by the recent death 
of six-times mayor Barbara Austin MBE 
if ten or more members of the electorate 
call for an election. 

Those demanding an election have to 
contact the returning officer, West Dorset 
District Council chief executive David 
Clarke, by February 4th. Details will be 
posted on the town notice boards. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis confirmed this 
week that if an election is called for, Lyme 


will go to the polls to fill the vacancy no 
later than April 11th. 

Councillor Austin, who served two 
three-year terms as Mayor of Lyme Regis 
between 1994 and 1997, and 2003 and 
2006, was first elected to the town council 
in 1991. 

If ten electors do not call for an election, 
the vacancy will be filled by co-option. 

Whoever succeeds Councillor Austin 
will serve until May 2014.

■ WHAT do you think caused you to struggle with 
your weight? 

I have always been big, but weight seemed to get 
worse as a teenager. After discussing with a few ex¬ 
perts, it seems that my struggle was with different emo¬ 
tional times in my life, both good and bad. You could 
say that through certain periods of my life food became 
my friend and I sought solace in it. But now food is fuel 
and I only eat what I need to function. 

■ WHAT made you decide to lead a healthier 
lifestyle - was there a turning point? 

A very good friend at work left me a clipping on my 
desk advertising participation in a reality TV show for 
obese people. After sending some pictures and answer¬ 
ing some questions I was invited to a casting session 
and was then given a place on the TV show. It was a 
great experience, being tested by a team in one of the 
top sports facilities and being filmed. Unfortunately 
there was only room for 10 participants out of the 12 
of us and I was released from the programme in April 
and all the support that went with it. 

I think it was also a realisation that I could do some¬ 
thing but more than that I needed to do something. 

■ HOW did you do achieve the weight loss? 

I cut down on portion sizes and also the types of foods 
I was eating. I would scour the shops looking at all the 
food before I would buy it, checking carb sugars, fat 
content and other unnecessary ingredients 

■ WAS there a low point during the fitness/health 
regime? 

The start was very tough, the physical exercise was de¬ 
manding and the food was smaller portions and differ¬ 
ent than I was used to, but the low point was after 
steadily losing weight I ended up putting over half a 
stone on in one weekend, after bingeing on fruit. The 
weight came off in the week that followed but it was 
quite upsetting 



■ WHAT was the high point? 

The high point is seeing people for the first time since 
losing the weight and also losing 18 inches from my 
waist and taking clothes from the rail in the shops, but 
there are more high points to come, including finding 
love. 
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■ HOW has it changed your life? 

lama totally different person, I can walk long distances 
and also do more physical things than I used to but 
doing normal things like sitting in a normal car or the 
chair at a hairdressers, these things are brilliant. 

I feel more alive and feel that I can take on the world 
every day now, my life has started again. 

■ WHAT do your friends and family think? 

My friends all mention that they like the new me, they 
all comment on how well I look. My family are happier 
and were worried about my health, but do not worry 
now. 

■ WHAT are your tips for anyone wanting to get 
healthy? 

Look at what you are doing in your life. Think about 
what it is that you want and be positive about the fact 
that you can achieve it. I started out a bit daunted but I 
have believed in myself and this has pushed me for¬ 
ward. You will find it hard to start with but it gets easier 
and it will be fun! 

■ HOW important is your time in the air cadets to 
you? 

My time tin the air cadets brought me discipline and 
also comradeship. This has helped me in my lifestyle 
change as I have had some support from the leisure 
centre and also from my trainer but the majority of the 
work I have had to do myself and have had to pull it out 
of the bag. These attributes I gained from the cadets has 
helped immensely. 

■ WHO would play you in the movie of your life? 

I think that I would like to be played by John Goodman 
as I feel we have similar mannerisms, although he 
would have to slim down a bit for the last bit of the 
movie ha ha! 

■ DO you have a hero, living or dead? 

I think that there have been many strong people in his¬ 
tory and I think that Scott and his team when they went 
to the Antarctic, with the little equipment that they had, 
that took a special kind of person. 

■ YOU have just won a "Life Oscar" for being you. 
Who do you thank? 

I would thank everyone whom I have met, because your 
life is a journey and you get experiences from all people 
whether they were good or bad. But specific people are 
my family, my mum and dad especially, lots of friends 
who have given me their support without prompting 
and my two sons, who are the real inspiration for this 
life change.

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Farewell Barbara 

CHURCH PACKED FOR FIRST LADY OF LYME'S FUNERAL 


THE parish church of St Michael’s in Lyme Regis was 
full to capacity for the funeral service of six-times mayor 
of Lyme Regis, Councillor Barbara Austin MBE, as the 
town paid tribute to one of its most respected and loved 
citizens. 

It was standing room only in the church for the service 
on Thursday of last week, conducted by the Vicar of 
Lyme Regis, the Reverend Jane Skinner. 

One of Mrs Austin’s favourite pieces of music, “Smile” 
by Connie Talbot, was played as the family mourners led 
by her children - Jane, Richard, David and Kerry and their 
children - entered the church. 

After an introduction and welcome by the Reverend 
Skinner, and the singing of the hymn “And Did Those 
Leet in Ancient Time”, a tribute on behalf of the family 
was read by Philip Evans in which Mrs Austin was de¬ 
scribed as “an incredible mother”. 

The tribute continued: “There are so many amazing 
memories of having such a proud mum and we thank her 
with all our hearts for bringing us up the way she did. 

“When her kids had flown the nest she turned her en¬ 
ergy to the community. Thinking back as to how she was 
all those years ago, it doesn’t surprise us at all that she 
went on to become the first local born lady mayor or to 
be awarded the Lreedom of the City of London and then 
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the ultimate MBE presented to her by the Queen. 

“She did all this after she lost our dad in 1994 and I 
know how dearly she would have loved for him to have 
been by her side. 

“In recent years mum’s failing health had been such a 
testing time for her, being so desperately ill at times she 
was reduced to tears with agonising back pain. “ 

Mr Evans also paid a personal tribute to Mrs Austin, re¬ 
ferring to the role she had played in the community life 
of her home town over many years and highlighting in 
particular her work for the Christmas Lights Fund and the 
Old Folks’ Christmas Lunch. 

An inspiration 

Mr Evans told the congregation: “There will be no one 
in this church who has not been touched by Barbara’s 
kindness or influence, no one who will not have been im¬ 
pressed by her sheer enthusiasm and dedication to her 
beloved hometown. 

“She was simply an inspiration to all those who believe 
in putting something back into the community.” 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, 
paid tribute to Councillor’s Austin work for the council 
since first gaining a seat in 1991. She referred to her 
record-breaking six years as mayor of the town and spoke 
of how she was campaigning for one of her favourite 
causes, affordable homes for the young people of Lyme, 
right up to her death. 

A Bible reading was delivered by the town clerk Mr 
Michael Lewis, an address was given by the Reverend 
Skinner and prayers were led by the Reverend Keith Vi¬ 
vian. 

The hymn “I Vow to Thee My Country” was sung be¬ 
fore the blessing, and the coffin was taken out of church 
to the Gerry and the Pacemakers’ hit, “You’ll Never Walk 
Alone”, for committal at Uplyme cemetery, where Mrs 
Austin’s husband, Norman, is buried, 

A retiring collection was taken for the Over 70’s Christ¬ 
mas Lunch and the Lyme Regis Christmas Lights Fund 
and all were invited to celebrate Mrs Austin’s life at the 
Pilot Boat Inn. 

Among those present at the service were Mrs Minnie

Cycle route could provide 
out-of-season tourism boost 


A UNIQUE initiative which links Northern France with the 
South West of England via nearly 1,000 kilometres of cycle 
paths may provide a new tourism market for Lyme Regis. 

That’s the view of councillors who received a report from 
Councillor Lorna Jenkin, chairman of the town council’s 
Tourism and Economic Development Committee, who at¬ 
tended a meeting on the Tour de Manche cycle route held 
at Weymouth in October. 

The report highlighted the strength of cycle tourism in 
France and how three cycle routes have been developed 
linking Dorset, Devon and Cornwall. 

Councilor Jenkin said the Tour du Manche would be 
marked by the well-known blue Sustrans signage and 
would pass close to Lyme Regis using existing Sustrans 
routes. 

She said: “There is a big opportunity for Lyme Regis to 
be part of this new out-of-season tourism project. Cyclists 
like to visit tourism sites along the route and our hotels and 
guest houses can gain trade by encouraging tourism cy¬ 
cling.” 

Councillor Jenkin told the committee that Dorset County 
Council had £1 million friom Europe to spend on the Wey¬ 
mouth to Dorchester walking and cycling routes, partially

along the old road. 

By making a few changes to cater for the cyclists and their 
bikes, she thought that the Lyme accommodation providers 
could “earn themselves a whole new clientele”. 

Councillor Jenkin continued: “As a town we need our 
cafes and shops to provide simple hasps to enable bikes to 
be secured within sight of the cyclist. Pubs will gain repeat 
visits if cyclists feel safe.” 

Lyme Regis Traders Organisation representative, Tony 
Colston, who owns By The Bay restaurant, thought it was 
“a no brainer” for accommodation providers. 

“All they need to do is put the logo on their website, etc. 
It’s pretty straightforward stuff,” he said. 

Councillor Chris Clipson reminded members that as part 
of the Olympic legacy Lyme had been provided with a 
number of cycle racks. 

It was agreed to refer the item to the Hotels and Restau¬ 
rants Association and the Lyme Regis Traders Organisa¬ 
tion. 


Parking on double yellow lines arrowing problem' 


COUNCILLORS have complained about the number of driv¬ 
ers parking on double yellow lines around Lyme Regis. 

The issue of parking was raised at last week’s Town Man¬ 
agement Committee, when councillors noted a public com¬ 
plaint about a large vehicle unloading on the corner of 
Anning Road and Church Street, obstructing the view of 
pedestrians and other drivers. It was reported that Dorset 
County Council could not do anything about this particular 
incident, police were not in town at the time and the vehicle 
had gone when the town council’s enforcement officer ar¬ 
rived at the scene. 

Councillor Anita Williams said parking on double yellow 
lines was also a problem at the Cobb, with many drivers 
parking illegally over the Christmas and New Year period. 

Councillor Mark Gage said it was a “growing problem”. 

He added: “Over the Christmas period people obviously 


had an extended holiday and there were a lot of commercial 
vehicles being brought home and left in irresponsible posi¬ 
tions. It certainly made it easier for children not to be seen 
in a residential area.” 

Councillor Gage said he had spoken to the new Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Martyn Underhill, during his recent 
visit to Lyme and asked if the police could “operate smarter” 
on their reduced budget, allowing them to be in town more 
often. The police cannot deal with cars parked on double yel¬ 
low lines - this is the responsibility of Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil - but can deal with vehicles obstructing pavements. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis said that one of the problems was 
that the county council parking wardens came on a regular 
schedule. 

“They need to come ad hoc, not on regular days. We need 
a hit,” she added.

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Uplyme underwater in just 15 minutes

UPLYME was heavily hit 
by flash flooding at the 
weekend, submerging the 
playing field for the third 
time in seven months. 

It was reported that the 
King George V playing 
field was partially sub¬ 
merged, and the play¬ 
ground and tennis courts 
flooded, in just 15 minutes 
during a heavy storm of 
rain and hail on Saturday 
afternoon. 

The main road through 
the village - Lyme Road - 
was closed and Venlake 
and Gore Lane were also 
flooded. 

The village was hit by 
floods just before Christ¬ 
mas on December 22nd 
and 23rd and during a 
spell of heavy rain in July. 

A birthday party for five- 
year-old Issy Wiscombe 
still went ahead in Uplyme 
Village Hall despite it 
being surrounded by flood 
water. 

The birthday girl arrived 
at the hall at about 1.30pm 
when there was no sign of 
the impending problems 
but, by 1.45pm, the hall 
was surrounded by water, 
the garage across the road 


flooded and the main road 
nearly impassable. 

Some of Issy’s guests 
still made it to the party 
with some youngsters 
having to be carried across 
the car park by their par¬ 
ents. Others parked at the 
Talbot Arms where police 
were stopping traffic and 
waded to the hall in 
Wellington boots. 

Many of the young 
party-goers said watching 
the fire engine pump out 
the road was a highlight of 
the day. 

A group of 25 adults and 
six children volunteered 
on Sunday to help clear 
debris from the play¬ 
ground. The clean-up had 
been arranged last week to 
clear what was left from 
the December floods but 
still went ahead following 
the incident the previous 
day. 

Parish clerk Lois Wake- 
man said: “Uplyme Parish 
Council’s call for volun¬ 
teers to help clean up the 


children’s playground was 
even more successful than 
hoped, with 25 adults and 
six children turning up on 
a sunny Sunday morning 
armed with shovels. 

“Their hard work meant 
that the thick layer of silt 
and debris washed into the 
playground by the winter 
floods (the last of which 
had only happened the day 
before!) has now been re¬ 
moved, ready for washing 
the safety surfaces. 

“The council wants to 
say a big thank you to 
everyone who turned up to 
help the village, and the 
clerk would like to thank 
Mrs Ethelston’s school 
secretary, the Uplyme Pre- 
School manager and local 
press, who all helped her 
with publicity for the 
event. 

“The council hopes that 
there will not be any more 
floods, as this is the sec¬ 
ond time the playground 
has had to be cleared in 
less than a year. On a hap¬ 


pier note, a new toddler 
slide is being installed at 
the end of January to add 
to the range of play equip¬ 
ment provided.” 

The issue of flooding 
was discussed last week 
by Uplyme Parish Coun¬ 
cil, before this latest inci¬ 
dent. 

In his latest report on the 
council’s flood working 
party, Councillor Whiting 
said Devon County Coun¬ 
cil’s flood prevention team 
had suggested that a sur¬ 
vey should be carried out 
on the flood plane in Up¬ 
lyme by the landowner so 
prevention schemes could 
be designed. 

Councillor Whiting ex¬ 
plained to county council 
officer Richard Rainbow 
that the landowner could 
be 10 to 12 different peo¬ 
ple and a survey agreed by 
all was needed. 

Mr Rainbow said he 
would look into finding re¬ 
sources to help produce 
this joint survey, but no 
further response has yet 
been received. 

The council will be con¬ 
tacting Neil Parish MP 
again for further help.

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Traditional Mummers Play draws in

THE tradition of a mum¬ 
mers play in Lyme Regis 
continued on Saturday, 
following its successful re¬ 
vival in 2012. 

Actor and playwright 
Harry Ford brought back 
the traditonal mummers 
play last January - the first 
the town had seen since 
the 1930s - and it is now 
an annual event to look 
forward to. 

Favourite characters re¬ 
turned on Saturday com¬ 
plete with grotesque 
masks and costumes, to 


entertain a crowd of hun¬ 
dreds which lined the 
streets despite the poor 
weather. 

The performance began 
outside the Guildhall, 
where the comical ale 
wife of Lyme, Bet 
Rantipole, played byTukxi 
driver Dennis Spacey, in¬ 
troduced the story and 
Mr Ford entertained with 


a song. The crowd was 
then asked to move to 
Theatre Square, where 
hero Sir George, played 
by Danny Anholt, arrived 
on horseback to woo the 
Egyptian Princess Sabra 
(Nicky Hinton) at her win¬ 
dow. 

The story moved onto 
George's Square, where 
Sir George confronted the 


evil Woodworser, played 
by Town Mill Cheesemon¬ 
ger Justin Tunstall, and de¬ 
feated him by stealing his 
staff. 

However, more trouble 
laid ahead for Sir George 
at St Michael's Parish 
Church, where the tale 
came to a dramatic end. 

After an interval with 
music from members of 
Lyme Bay Chorale and the 
Woodroffe School's Early 
Music Group, Sir George 
set out to slay Sir Apricock, 
the Turkish knight (Scott 
Robson), also after 
Princess Sabra's heart, but 
failed in his attempts and 
was quickly stabbed. 

The princess grieved the 
loss of her beloved and 
was helped by St Michael 
the Archangel (Glenn 
Ford) and the portly Friar 
Latterlamb (Hugh Dun- 
ford Wood) but both to no 
avail. 

Finally, Bet Rantipole 
comes to the rescue and 
brings Sir George back to 
life with her own special 
recipe. 

The cast celebrated at 
the end by taking off their 
masks and singing a finale 
song. The audience were 
then invited to enjoy 
drinks and cake in the 
church hall. 

Mr Ford said: "Having 
written the script, both 


times around, it has been 
a surprise to me how at¬ 
tentively audiences have 
listened. 

"I’m well aware that 
some of the lines ressem- 
ble Shakespearean 
tongue-twisters, while 
the rhymes are far¬ 
fetched and depend 
upon the kind of puns 
and bad jokes that would 
not be out of place in a 
Christmas cracker! 

"I had wanted to revive 
a tradition that involved a 
rich and seasonal specta¬ 


cle, with songs and 
merry-making, so it’s a 
pleasant surprise that the 
audience have warmed to 
my words as part of the 
ritual too."

MBE awarded to former 
resident for charity work 


RAYMONDS Hill resident and familiar face around 
Lyme Regis, Ross Packman, is attempting to hike the 
630-mile South West Coast path to raise funds for 
the Alzheimer's Society. 

Ross, 27, a former Woodroffe School pupil, can 
often be seen behind the bar at the Harbour Inn in 
Lyme Regis, where he is a member of the manege- 
ment team. He is also currently on placement as a 
volunteer ranger with the National Trust's East 
Devon office, and studying for an Environmental 
Conversation diploma. 

Ross' late paternal grandmother was a dementia 
sufferer, providing him with first-hand experience of 
the effects of dementia on both the patient, and 
those closest to them. He now hopes to raise £5,000 
for the Alzheimer's Society through his hike, named 
Forgotten Paths, which will start on Monday, April 
1st. 

Inspired by Paul Smith's 2009 "Twitchhiker" adven¬ 
ture, Forgotten Paths will use social networking sites 
Twitter, Facebook and Couchsurfing to appeal to the 
goodwill of individuals, organisations and busi¬ 
nesses all along the coastal path for help with places 
to stay or camp, be it fields, sofas, barns or beds. 

The South West Coast Path is the longest of Britain's 
National Trails, running from Minehead in Somerset, 
along the coasts of Devon and Cornwall, to Poole 
Harbour in Dorset. The total height climbed upon 
completion has been calculated to be 114,931 feet 
or 35,031 metres, almost four times the height of 
Mount Everest. 

Regular updates, including the fundraising total, 
will be available via the Forgotten Paths Twitter and 
Facebook pages.

She set up her own charity, the Kathmandu Animal 
Centre (KAT) in 2004 in response to the number of 
street dogs in the city suffering from rabies and other 
illnesses. 

Jan said there was “a great need for something to be 
done” as dogs living on the street were poisoned every 
year in their thousands. Thanks to KAT this no longer 
happens, as the charity has introduced a type of “family 
planning” for dogs. 

Jan heard she would be receiving an MBE on the 
Queen’s New Year’s Honours List at the beginning of 
December, when the British Ambassador for Nepal 
phoned her. 

She said: “I’m delighted for the organisation. It is 
very exciting and was quite a bit of a shock.” 

She is now waiting to hear when she will be invited 
to collect her award from the Queen. 

Jan still visits Lyme Regis about twice a year. 

She said: “What a perfect place to come back to. 
Nepal is landlocked so to come back to the sea and this 
view is great. It’s quite a different place there.” 

She is currently in the town visiting her brother Carl, 
who lives on Cobb Road. Carl has supported his sis¬ 
ter’s charity work over the years by donating funds 
raised through his popular summer ghost walks around 
the town to the cause. 

He said he was “very proud” that his sister was 
awarded an MBE. 

The family celebrated the achievement with a party 
at Carl’s home on Sunday.

Council hopes to mark 
70th anniversary of D-Day 


TOWN councillors are investigating the possibility of 
commemorating the 70th anniversary of D-Day in 2014. 

American GIs were stationed in Lyme Regis in 1943- 
1944 in the build-up to the invasion of Europe with mem¬ 
bers of the 16th Infantry Regiment billeted at various 
locations, including Woodmead House at the junction of 
Woodmead Road and Silver Street, where a plaque has 
been erected. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin, chairman of the town coun¬ 
cil’s Tourism and Economic Development Committee, 
has been researching the regimental association and has 
discussed the possibility of commemorating D-Day with 
local historian Ken Gollop. 

A letter to Councillor Jenkin from Steve Clay, the 1st 
Vice-President of the 16th Infantry Association in the 
United States, was presented to last week’s tourism com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

Mr Clay said that members of the regiment were sta¬ 
tioned across West Dorset, including Lyme, Walditch, 
Beaminster, Litton Cheney and Weymouth in the build¬ 
up to the landing on Omaha Beach in Normandy, where 
many lost their lives. 

Mr Clay said: “All of us who have journeyed there 
(West Dorset) in the past will always have fond memories 
of our visit to the area, as did the World War Two veterans 
themselves.” 

Mr Clay said the association’s board would be meeting 
in mid-January and he thought it might be possible that a 
small contingent from the active battalions to attend any 
commemoration. 

Members of the association traveled to West Dorset in 
2010 to attend a ceremony at Walditch when then Mayor 
of Bridport, Councillor Geoff Ackerman, unveiled a 
plaque in the village church. 

The Tourism and Economic Committee welcomed 
Councillor Jenkin’s initiative and it was agreed to contact 
the museum and the Lyme Regis branch of the Royal 
British Legion to discuss the possibility of staging a com¬ 
memoration ceremony in Lyme Regis.

New allotment land could be 
handed over by end of spring 


LYME Regis Town Council hopes to take ownership of 
disused land behind Anning Road by the end of spring. 

The council has been in discussion with Magna Hous¬ 
ing Association, which currently owns the strip of land 
between Anning Road and Jordan Flats. It is hoped the 
overgrown area will be bought for a nominal sum and 
cleared for use as allotments. The council has set aside 
£6,000 for its clearance. 

A small section at the back of Jordan Flats will be re¬ 
tained by Magna for use by its residents. 

Speaking at last week’s Town Management Committee, 
deputy town clerk John Wright reported that it was likely 
they would acquire the land by the end of spring. He 
added that there had been some encroachment on the land 
by residents of Anning Road but this was up to Magna to 
resolve. 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, asked if the en¬ 
croachment would delay the process of acquiring the 
land. 

Mr Wright said it depended how many years it went 
back, and he assumed it was “quite a few years”.

He said that Magna may just accept that it had been en¬ 
croached upon but, if the council also wanted to take on 
the grass verge on Anning Road, it may prove “problem¬ 
atic” as the encroachment could be in the way of a public 
footpath the council wished to open, allowing access from 
the grass verge down to Jordan Flats. Mr Wright said the 
footpath would be an “attractive asset”. 

He suggested councillors needed to see a detailed map 
of the area and decide exactly how much of the land they 
wanted. 

Councillor Mark Gage said: “I hope we can move for¬ 
ward very quickly with this. This scheme is a win-win 
whichever way you look at it. 

“It will provide much-needed allotment space and clear 
up what is a very messy area. It is one of the first area vis¬ 
itors see when they start walking further into the town.” 


Baptist Church backing United Beach 
Missions to return to Lyme this summer 


SEAFRONT concessions for this year’s summer season 
have been considered by Lyme Regis Town Council pri¬ 
vately. 

Councillors considered applicants to run trampolines, 
children’s games and activities, arts and crafts and Punch 
and Judy on the main beach, as well as static and mobile 
vendors for Marine Parade and the public gardens. 

The press and public were excluded from the discussion 
as it included financial details. 

However, speaking in the public forum at last week’s 
Town Management Committee, Eric Holstock and Colin 
Barker from Lyme Regis Baptist Church expressed their 
support for an application from United Beach Missions. 

Having run children’s activities on the beach in Lyme 


for 40 years, United Beach Missions was embroiled in 
controversy in 2011 when Councillor Mark Gage said 
their religious values were not made clear to parents. 

The Christian group did, however, return to the beach 
in summer 2012 having met with the council and meeting 
their requirements. 

At last week’s meeting, Mr Holstock said: “We want to 
express out support for an application for a concession 
from United Beach Missions this year, not only because 
of their previous activities but they were able to meet all 
the requirements from the council last year.” 

Committee chairman Councillor Chris Clipson said this 
had been noted but the item would be dealt with in pri¬ 
vate.

Oil painter a New Year's treat for group 


A REAL New Year's treat was in store for Lyme Regis 
Art Society as Mike Bragg, a New Forest artist spe¬ 
cialising in painting portraits and figures, demon¬ 
strated his work in oils to a packed audience. 

Mike, who trained at Goldsmith's, London, ex¬ 
plained howto position the model in a three-quar¬ 
ter pose to create a complex and interesting 
subject. Using quick-drying acrylics, he blocked in 
the main features against a dark acrylic background, 
explaining that taking time to prepare a portrait by 
"pushing shapes about" helps one reflect on the 
subject. With just a few gestures, he created a very 
convincing under-painting. 

Using oils in broad strokes, Mike accentuated tonal 
variations in the sitter's side-lit face, scanning for 
colours, tones and most importantly, contrast. Ex¬ 
plaining how the fluidity and texture of oils build up 
the form of the face, he captured the sitter's thick 
white beard and hair using titanium white and pale 
yellow oils. 

Mike, who has worked all his adult life as an artist, 
entertained the group with stories of college days 
as he built in the details, always looking for facial ir¬ 
regularities that form the character of the sitter. Fol¬ 
lowing the sculptured form of the face, Mike finally 
darkened the background, pushing the whole figure 
forwards in bright relief. 

Oil paint allows the artist to go back into the paint¬ 
ing. The audience sat in absorbed silence as Mike's 
brush built up the textural finish. Artists who still

work in oils are rare and the group agreed this 
demonstration was well worth the wait. 

The society's spring programme includes demon¬ 
strations in clay and acrylics. President Terry Whit¬ 
worth is also organising a drawing workshop.Those
